Shelby M. Cullom, the candidate for Gover- 
nor of the er in Illinois, was born 
in Kentucky in 1829. He adopted the profession 
of the law, and in 1848 removed to Illinois, lo- 
cating at Springfield, where he has ever since 
resided. In 1856 he was elected to the State 
Legislature; was re-elected to the same body 
in 1860, and was chosen Speaker of the Lower 
House by the Republican members. He was of 

reat assistance to Gov. Richard Yates in organ- 
izing and sendi to the front the LDlinvois 
volunteers at the breaking-out of the Rebellion, 
his services as a member of the War Commis- 
sion which sat in Cairo in 1882 also adding to 
his reputation as a patriotic citizen. In 1864 he 
was elected a Representative to the Thirty- 
ninth Congress, and in 1866 was re-elected to the 
Fortieth Congress. During both sessions Mr. 
Cullom displayed marked ability as a debater, 
while his accurate knowledge of parliamentary 
rules and usages was often of great service to 
the party of which he wasa member. On his 
return to Springfield, Mr. Cullom resumed the 
legal profession; but soon after went into the 
banking business under the National Banking 
law. In 1872 he was again induced to accept a 
nomination on the State Legislative ticket, and, 
though Sangamon County was then largely 
Democratic, Mr. Cullom, owing to the cumula- 
tive system of voting in that State, was elected 
by a large plurality. He was chosen by the Re- 

ublicans of the Lower House as their nominee 

or the Speakership, and was elected, the Demo- 
cratic minority.cas their votes for Dr. Casey, 
of Mound City, a veritable Egyptian,“ born 
and raised in Southern Illinois.

WHY CREGIER SHOULD NOT GO BACK. 
To the Editor af The Tridune. 


Cricaco, June 3.—If our reform Council 
conclude that the salary paid to the late Chief 
Engineer of the pumping department is neces- 
sary to secure a competent person for that post, 
they should act with deliberation before rein- 
stating Mr. Cregier. It is a highly responsible 
trust, and should be filled by a person whose 
ability is beyond question. 

The Fire Department and Bridewell are now 
satisfactorily managed; the one by a promoted 
subordinate, and the other by a stranger brought 
here for that special charge, by reason of his 
aptness for the position exhibited in similar 
service in another city. A good Engineer for 
the pumps can be obtained, either in Chicago 
or elsewhere, by similar means. ’ 

Mr. Cregier and his friends contend that his 
value to the community is his thorough knowl- 
edge of our whole hydraulic system since its 
construction, and his ability not only as an 
engineer to keep the — in operation, but 
that he is a thoroughly skilled mechanician, 
competent to design and erect all the machinéry 
and fixtures which our water system may from 
time to time require. The writer has no person- 
al acquaintance with him, or any of his late 
assistants, and examines his record wholly free 
from any bias or feeling of private interest. 
Mr. Cregier may possess many high qualities as 
a mechanic, but in looking over his career three 
prominent — are presented, which 
should be fully explained to the ys two of 
these questions do not seem to have been con- 
sidered by the Fire and Water Committee of the 
Council at all. Thev are suggested here for the 
consideration of those who think his services in- 
dispensable, and with the hope that the Council 
acting for the real welfare of the city, will fin 
a better reason to reinstate a discharged official 
than merely because he is a respectable man, or 
because he was dismissed by Mayor Colvin. 

First—The south engine at the present Water- 
Works was built from Mr. Cregier’s designs, 
and is one of the most noted mechanical fail- 
ures in the country, its rate of duty per ton of 
coal being about two-thirds that of several 
much smaller engines constructed many years 
sooner. This fuct is fully shownin the report 
of the Committee of Experts to the Citizens’ 
Association, — — the test made in the winter 
of 1874-5, a table in which sets forth the per- 
formance of thirteen other American @ngines, all 
older; it shows that the Cregier engine con- 
sumes more coal in proportion to its work than 
any of the others, except four, while its size is 
vastly larger thanany of them, thus placing Mr. 
Cregier nearly at the foot of his class, and re- 
versing the commonly accepted theory that a 
large machine has proportionately less friction 
than a small one. As an argument against 
Mr. Cregier’s abilities in designing economic 
punrping-engines, this report seems to be con- 
vincing and unanswerable. 

The we em now being erected on 
Ashland avenue, designed by a New York 
engineer, is bought by the city upon its merits ; 
one-quarter of the p being reserved for one 
year after it has gone into actual operation, so 
that it may be fully tested. It is warranted to 

rive an actual duty of 90,000,000 pounds raised 
T foot high for each 100 pounds of coal (about 
double the work performed by Cregier’s), and, 
although these new engines are on the com- 
og wes principle, the duty of the Cregier engines 
s less than that of direct-acting English 
engines running since Mr. Cregier was a child. 

Second—The fire hydrants now in use in this 
city were designed and patented by Mr. Cregier, 
their outlet is 24¢ inches internal diameter,—the 
same size as the hose-couplings through which 
the water passes after receiving the whole power 
of the fire-engine, and is consequently too small 
to fully supply the | st fire-engines under the 
minimum pressure in Chicago mains. The Fire 
Marshal called the attention of the Fire Com- 
missioners to this error, about two years ago, 
and requested larger hydrants, but the Cregier 
hydrants with small outlets are still in use, 
many ofthem having been erected since then, 
and other makes excluded. The incapacity of 
these hydrants is often demonstrated when 
many fire-engines are worked at one fire, causing 
a corresponding reduction of pressure in the 
mains. 

If Mr. Cregier or his friends can explain why 
he reduces the column of water at the hydrant 
to 286 inches when the suction-hose and pump- 
inlets of all steam fire-enfines are 4 inches, or 
larger, it would be well to make that explanation 
now. Perhaps those underwriters who are said 
to think the water-supply unsafe unless Mr. 
Cregier is reinstated, can tell why fire-engines 
should be supplied through 2%-inch apertures 
in Chicago, while the plugs of most cities are 
4 inches. It has not been announced what 
royalty, if any, the city pays for the use of 
Cregier’s patent on these hydrants, but as a 
water-saver — are valuable, and in this view 
his clafms should not be overlooked. 

Third—At the time of the great fire Mr. Cre- 
gier had been in the employ of the city about 
eighteen years, during the last ten years of 
which he had been the recognized head of all 
matters relating tothe pumping works. During 
that time the Water Commissioners had been 
succeeded by the Board oi Public Works, among 
whom there had been the regular changes, with 
the Mayors and other elected city officers, but 
Mr. Cregier was retained under all, and his will 
in his department was law. When the fire came, 
besides having a combustible roof, the interior 
of the pump-house was littered with timber and 
staging for the erection of the large engine. It 
may truly said that we had no rea 
son to expect such a deluge of fre, 
but why did not the caution and judg- 
ment to be expected in a person in Mr. Cregier's 
— insist either on a wholly fire-proof 

ee or at least upon having such appliances 
as would enable him to use some of the vast fire- 
extinguishing qualities of the machinery under 
his charge, for its own protection. It should 
be remembered that many manufacturing and 
mercantile establishments in Chicago, where 
steam power was used, had been supplied by 
their owners with force-pumps and a private fire 
ny ei for both interior and outside tec- 
tion long before the great fire. If the Water- 
Works had kept in operation, it is certain that 
most of the North Side, and all of that part of 
the South Side, which burned backwards and 
ar late Monday morning, might have been 
saved. 

It will probably never becharged that any one 
— was blamable for our great calamity.

dishonorable prominence to DeWitt C. — — 
by reason of his incompetence and neg ect?

D. L. MOODY. 
HIS SERMON YESTERDAY MORNING. 

The Chicago Avenue Church was crowded to 
excess yesterday morning by persons from all 
parts of the city interested in Mr. Moody's 
evangelistic labors. Mr. P. P. Bliss, whose pow- 
ers as a Gospel singer are quite equal to those of 
Mr. Sankey, had charge of the musical part of 
the programme, and was ably assisted by a large 
volunteer choir. There was nothing special or 
extraordinary about the service. The evangel- 
ist preached one of his Gospel sermons which 
have become so well-known all over the country. 
It is Mr. Moody’s plan to start his discourse 
with a text, in the orthodox style, and then to 
ramble all round creation for bits of religious 
wisdom, which may or may not have a connec- 
tion with the topic. There is no such thing as 
system about his efforts. Once started, 
he rides rough-shod over the hearts 
of sinners, and whacks the Devil when- 
ever he sees a chance. To the female 
portion of his audience Mr. Moody appeals 
through his anecdotes about the conversion and 
death of children. These are narrated in a very 
pathetic manner. The tears well up to the 
preacher’s eyes, and the ladies probably more 
affected by the manner than the matter, weep 
from pure sympathy. There were several in- 
stances of this yesterday. 

After the usual preliminary exercises, Mr. 
Moody made the following appeal: 

We want to raise $6,000 to-day to clear the 
debt off this building. Fourteen thousand were 
raised Thursday and Friday, and we only want 
$6,000 to accomplish this desirable object. It 
won't be heavy on any one if each one will give. 
The baskets will be passed around the congrega- 
tion, and I hope every man and every woman will 
give as the Lord has prospered them. Until last 
Thursday night the people worshiping 
in this building have never been 
called upon to give anything to- 
wards it. In fact, ve little has been 
given in Chicago; most of the money has come 
from friends abroad. We won’t appreciate this 
building unless we have the gece of giving 
something. The ushers will pass among the 
audience, who will just give as the Lord has 
prospered you. I don’t want any one to give 
who does not feel inclined. Let each one give 
willingly and cheerfully. 

While the ushers were taking up the col- 
lection, Mr. — made the following report: 

It is just as much a part of worship to give 
as it is to pray and sing, and we shall make it a 
part of the worship of this church. It is not 
that we want the money for itself, but because 
it is a great blessing to give in such a cause. It 
is a great blessing to have a place like 
this open here, where the seats are free, and 
where we can come and worship God. Give as 
the Lord has helped you. If this church is paid 
for to-night, which I hope it will be, it will be 
then open to the public, and will be a free 
church, and will belong to you just as much as 
to anybody else, and you will be free to come. 
The seats are free, and you can take a chair in 
any part of the house and claim it as your own. 
I would like to see every seat claimed. The 
church will be kept up by volunteer contribu- 
tions. Ihave a strong faith that the church 
will now become self-supporting. If 500 people 
will give 20 cents a week fora sar, it will 
amount to upwards of $5,000, sich will be 
enough to support our Sabbath-school and all 
our work. If a thousand people will give 10 
cents a week it would amount to 
the same thing, and there are surely 
hundreds who can do that; even if they don’t 
use quite as much beer and tobacco, it will be 
used in a way in which it will do the most good. 
Hundreds of men can do that, and thousands 
would never miss it; and it would keep this up 
and make it a healthy, vigorous church. I hope 
the time will soon come when we shall have a 
good many such churches, and then we will be 
getting back to the apostolic time. We want to 
seep the expenses down. We want everything 
plain and simple, and I hope that you will lift 
up pane hearts in prayer that the pure Gospel 
will ever be proclaimed from this pulpit, and 
that no no heresy may be taught here, for the 
longer I live the more convinced do 1 become 
that Christ crucified is all we want to 

reach. Christ is the only thing which 
s going to reform the world. You cannot take 
up any paper now but what it is Reform! re- 
form!’ But I don’t have any hope, until men 
are reformed in heart, regenerated, born again, 
born of God,—that is the only true reform. 
When men are converted, and Christ reigns in 
their hearts, then they will reform the world. 
And I have more hope of the Gospel reforming 
this sin cursed earth than all the other reforms 
put together. Make the fountain good and the 
stream will be good. And what we want is just 
to proses Christ here, and if men accept Him, 
and Christ reigns in them, we will have a re- 
formed city. 

Mr. Bliss then sang “I Gave My Life for 
Thee“ in a very acceptable manner, after which 
Mr. Moody preached as follows:

You will find the text in the twelfth chapter 
of Daniel, at the third verse:

They that are wise. It don’t say that they 
may shine, but that they shall shine.

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—One of the most at- 
tractive things I know of on the grounds is 
something that a great many people will not sce 
at all. In a sort of tent near Horticultural Hall 
there is an exhibition of rhododendrons in full 
bloom, and the bloom is the very fullest that 
cam be scen anywhere. It would be a tedious 
matter to describe all the varieties of rhododen- 
drons on exhibition, and itis sufficient to say that 
the flowers are of nearly all colors and shades of 
colors, from white and delicate pinkand purple 
up to the deepest and darkest red.

The Philadelphia paper, re- 
ferring to the present incumbent as an ex- 
cellent and honest officer, says : 

He was requested to retire, not because one more 
worthy and better fitted awaited his place, but be- 
cause one who had served political interests at the 
cost of public justice demanded his hire, and the 
Collectorship was his price. Thus Mr. Sera I. 
ComLy goes out—thus Mr. ALAN DEA P. TutTton 
comes in, and the consideration for the betrayal 
of justice in the trial of Bascock is delivered out 
of hand by President Grant, and will be approved 
by a superserviceable Senate. It ie due to the 
truth to say that it is the act of President Grant 
hinself, for he has confessed his obligation and de- 
clared his purpose to pay. 

It further says: 

Of all the many questionable and even dis- 
graceful appointments made by the present 
Administration, that of Mr. Turron is the 
deepest stain upon the public service, and it is the 
most hideous of the many wounds the President 
has made upon his own persona! and official 5 
tation. He was measurably excused for his r- 
ance of Basooc« after the betrayal of his high and 
delicate trust was no longerdoubtful. The crimi- 
nal had been the companion-in-arms of the Presi- 
dent, and a soldier who commanded the homage 
of the country. These facts plead strongly in ex- 
tenuation of the President's devotion to him even 
in his dishonor; but to promote the procurers of 
judicial prostitution to the choicest gifts of the 
President, is to mock every honest inspiration of 
the people and to declare his insensibility to public 
shame. 

Having thus fitly described the appoint- 
ment, it then asks Where was Baistow?” 
and declares that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury should have interposed his devotion to 
an honest administration of the Treasury 
against the President's open degradation of 
the most responsible trust;” and failing to 
have resistedthe appointment of TvurtrTon, 
denounces Burstow as faithless or unequal 
to the great duties of his position.” The 
answer to all this is, that the Constitution of 
the United States vests the appointing 
power, in offices of the rank of Collector of 
Customs, exclusively in the hands of the 
President. The Secretary of the 
has no more authority to object to the ap- 
pointment of a Collector of Customs than he 
has to the appointmeng of a Chaplain in the 
navy. If his advice be asked he may give it, 
but itis not likely that in this case he was 
given the opportunity of stating the charac- 
ter of the person selected. The Secretary of 
the Treasury is not responsible for Executive 
appointments; he can no more oppose them 
than he can dictate. His duty was in con- 
fining himself within the sphere of his own 
jurisdiction. The faithful officer is he 
who performs his own duties, and does not 
usurp the authority of others. Had Mr. 
Bristow told the President, unasked, that 
Turron was a disgrace to the public service, 
the President, who was already fully aware of 
the fact, would have been justified in telling 
Mr. Bristow he was guilty of an imperti- 
nent interference in matters of which he had 
no jurisdiction. The Secretary very prop- 
erly did nothing of the kind. The appoint- 
ment was an Executive one. The Secretary 
might well have abstained for another rea- 
son. The vote of Pennsylvania in the Cin- 
cinnati Convention has been purchased by 
Mr. Conxure from Smuson Camzron,and there 
is an unwritten law of the Senate that even 
the President dare not refuse to appoint any 
person named by a Senator of the Adminis- 
tration party from the State where the office 
is to be filled. Comm and Cameron 
having made their contract by which a Cabi- 
net office was exchanged for twenty-nine 
votes in the nominating convention, the 
President was permitted to reward Tutron, 
the machine members of the Senate agreeing

I anticipated not just his action in char- 
acter, but all of the infidelity to party, to principle, 
and the North, that he manifested at last. His 
noble and vigorous course in the heat of rebellion 
in favor of the Union shone out in that darkness 
as bright, or brighter, than Brristow's does now, 
and yet you will remember his damaging course 
when in power as President. Mr. Baistow can 
bring no better record of loyal and noble action be- 
fore the public than Anprew Jounson did, or of 
fidelity to Republicanism and the country than 
Jounson did.

Mr. Jonson never was a Repub- 
lican and never professed to be one. He did 
not accept the nomination of Vice-President 
asa Republican.

There is nothing on record, either in what he 
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When he was nominated for the Vice-Presi- 
dency, as one of the few Southern Unionists, 
it was never supposed that he would be 
President. No one dreamed that Mr. L- 
COLN would be assassinated, except the wretch 
who committed the infamous crime. As 
President of the Senate, Jomnson could do 
no harm, and as such he was selected. 

Second, Gen. Bamwtrow cannot be com- 
pared with Mr. Jonson in any party re- 
spect. Gen. Barstow was born and raised 
in an abolition family, and was an anti- 
slavery man from the outset. His father, 
and his grandfather, and his whole family, 
from revolutionary times down, had been 
abolitionists. His Republicanism was not 
circumscribed by State lines. His father, 
who was an emancipationist, had belonged 
to the anti-slavery wing of the Whig party, 
and he himself sympathized with the Repub- 
lican party from its very inception, and 
joined it in Kentucky, as soon as an organi- 
zation was effected there. He has remained 
steadfastly with the Republican party from 
that time to this, unshaken in his principles 
and maintaining those principles under diffi- 
culties and dangers no other Republican can- 
didate has been called upon to undergo. 
When the War broke out, he lost no time in 
declaring his hostility to the secession move- 
ment, and he showed his faith practically, as 
no other candidate yet mentioned has done, 
by recruiting a regiment and fighting for the 
Union in the bloody contests at Fort Henry, 
Fort Donelson, and Pittsburg Landing. 
When his regiment had been decimated 
in battle, he recruited still another, and 
fought with it till the term of enlistment 
expired.

He wasa Radical and 
proclaimed it. 

When the Emancipation Proclamation was 
issued he rejoiced at it, accepted it, and up- 
held it. As a member of the Kentucky 
Senate, he voted for all the constitutional 
amendments touching reconstruction, oppos- 
ed AnpREW Jonnson’s policy, and denounced 
him when he apostatized. We quote from 
one of his speeches in Louisville : 

Neither these constitutional provisions, nor any 
statute passed in pursuance of them, oppresses or 
harms any human being. The penalties of the 
civil-rights and Ku-Kifix acts are aimed solely at 
the lees and violent. No peaceful citizen or 
law-aDiding community has apprehension of injury 
or oppression from them. A Government which 
cannot protect its humblest citizen from outrage 
and injury is unworthy the name, and ought not to 
command the support of a free people. Byj the 
wicked flee when no man pursneth”: and when 
you hear these statutes denounced by Democratic 
speakers, you may be sure that either they or their 
friends have committed, or are likely to commit, 
the crimes for which the punishment is provided. 

We now commend the following extract 
from another of his speeches to Mr. Ricn- 
monp, and to all other Republicans who 
doubt Mr. Bristow’s Republicanism, and 
fear that as President he would John- 
sonize ” : 

No man in this country had more of my love, re- 
spect, and veneration than Mr. Lincoin. If we 
must have Mr. Jounxson's name in the resolution.

No reasonable man has a right to question 
Mr. Barstow's Republicanism or his fidelity 
to Republican principles. He has been 
through the fire which has tested his devo- 
tion and attachment to them. No other can- 
didate has been so severely tested. If he is 
doubtful, who is true? If we cannot trust 
Gen. Barstow, we cannot trust any one. If 
there are Republicans who oppose Gen. 
Bristow, let them place their opposition on 
some other ground than his Republican 
soundness.

CONFEDERATE AND DOUGHFACE VENOM. 
Under a strict party vote, 120 to 82, the 
Democrats and Confederates in the House 
have passed Banwrno’s army bill, without 
amendment, which abolishes the four colored 
regiments in the regular army of the United 
States. This action of the Democrats and 
Confederates, growing out of their old 
pro-slavery prejudices, is as infamous as 
it is unjust.

This is not exclusively a white man’s 
Government, but a people’s Government. It is 
not a Government solely for men who have 
white skins, but for all men, whether they 
have white skins, black skins, red 
skins, yellow skins, or brown skins. 
There are 5,000,000 of colored people in 
the United States—one-eighth of the whole 
population. They are citizens and voters by 
constitutional law. There is no legal dis- 
tinction of right in the Constitution appli- 
cable to them. They are on the same foot- 
ing as white men, before the law. By what 
provision in the Constitution then, by what 
provision of law or equ.ty, do the Con- 
gressional Copperheads and Confederates 
step forward at this time and say that the 
colored men shall not shoulder a musket, 
garrison forts, fight Indians, and peform 
military duty? By what right do they pass 
a bill that soldiers shall be exclusively white? 
Suppose that a foreign war should break out, 
with the Democratic party in power,—are we 
to understand that that party would not allow 
colored men to defend their country and 
to asnist in beating off the enemy? By what 
provision of the Constitution would they 
undertake to make so absurd a decision ? 
The duty of a soldier is an arduous one.

THE VOTE OF ILLINOIS. 

The importance to the Republicans of Ili- 
nois of making the very best and strongest 
nomination possible at Cincinnati cannot be 
better illustrated than by a glance at the re- 
turns of the last general election in the State. 
At this election the Opposition were divided 
on their State ticket—the Democrats and 
Independents voting for different candi- 
dates for Treasurer and for the same candi- 
date for Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. The Republicans elected their candi- 
date for Treasurer by a plurality of 34,855.

It will be seen, therefore, that Illinois is 
not a Republican State beyond every con- 
tingency. It is not a Republican State be- 
yond the contingency of the Opposition be- 
ing practically united, and even though they 
should not be united on a Presidential ticket 
it is quite conceivable that they may be 
united on a State ticket, and also on their 
Legislative ticket.

THE NATIONAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

It is reported from Washington that there 
is now a fair prospect of raising the dead- 
lock between the Senate and House relative 
to the appropriation bills, and that they will 
all be agreed to so that Congress may ad- 
journ by July 1, and so as to make a saving 
of $20,000,000 from the last annual appro- 
priations. It is to be hoped that there is 
sufficient foundation for this report, and that 
the prediction may be quickly realized. The 
passage of the appropriation bills is about all 
that can be expected of the present Con- 
gress, and the sooner the work can be done 
and Congress dispersed the better it will be 
for the political and commercial condition of 
the country. Congress in the hands of the 
Democrats has been impotent in dealing 
with the great questions of finance and taxa- 
tion, and the uncertainty as to what may be 
done by a lot of ignoramuses and de gues 
is a constant menace so long as Congress is 
in session. 

As to the differences between the Senate 
and the House relative to the appropriations 
for the various branches of the public ser- 
vice, the Democrats in control of the House 
have adopted the policy of crippling the 
Government by insufficient appropriations, 
thus forcing the Republican Senate to correct 
the error. The purpose of this policy has 
been to gain for the Democrats undue credit 
for retrenchment, and place the Republicans 
under the appearance of an unwillingness to 
acquiesce in the reductions. If final action 
on the appropriations shall show a saving of 
$20,000,000, the result will relieve the Re- 
publican Senate of suspicion in this regard ; 
and, at the same time, the country will owe 
it to the Senate that the policy of crippling 
the public service was defeated, and that ar- 
rangements were not made for a gigantic de- 
ficiency bill next year. This specious decep- 
tion has been practiced before. It con- 
sists of cutting down appropriations 
for certain expenditures authorized by 
law without repealing the provisions 
of law necessitating them. Thus in 
the Post-Office Department the House has 
increased the exigencies of the service by 
adding to the number of routes,—making 
weekly routes tri-weekly, and tri-weekl 
routes daily, etc.,—and otherwise exacting 
additional outlays, and yet it coolly cut off 
$6,000,000 from the resources of the, De- 
partment. The demagogism of such a pro- 
ceeding is apparent. There is a desire to 
secure unmerited applause for the reductions, 
and then to put unmerited rebuke upon the 
Republican Administration for making up a 
large deficiency account. 

Of a kind with this proceeding is the ef- 
fort of the House to reduce the range of de- 
partment salaries below the rate of payment 
established by the Democrats themselves, 
long before the War,on a gold basis, and when 
prices were from 25 to 50 per cent lower 
than they are now. This grade of pay fixed 
by the Democrats has not been 
except during the inflation of the War, when 
the currency was reduced almost to nil; and, 


| after a lapse of more than twenty years, the 


Government employes do not receive more in 
paper money (worth 88 cents on the dollar) 
than they were paid under a Democratic rule 
in gold. The proposition to reduce their pay 
10 per cent under these circumstances is un- 
reasonable. It is especially inconsistent on 
the part of the Democrats, because if the 
employes receive too much now, when their 


pay is the same in depreciated greenbecks as 
the Democrats 


fixed it in gold in Demoeretic 


times, then their was too high 
when the Democrats originally votedit. The 
fact is that clerks who received $1,000 in 
gold in 1854 really get only $880 gold value 
now on the same basis, andif their pay was 
not exorbitant in 1854 it certainly cannot 
be so at this time. 

The Senate did right, too, in restoring the 
item of $50,000 for the President's salary. 
The President having vetoed the bill reduc- 
ing the salary of his successor to $25,000, 
the proper action for Congress, if it still in- 
sicts on the reduction, is to pass the bill over 
the veto. If this cannot be done the appro- 
priation ought to be made which the law 
requires. Aside from this, there is no justice 
in the proposed reduction. The sum of 
$50,000 in depreciated notes is little enough 
to pay the Chief Magistrate of a nation of 
forty-four millions, and it is not easy for a 
President to save any money out of that 
compensation in view of the extraordinary 
and unavoidable expenses attached to the 
position. To reduce the President's salary 
to $25,000 in paper now would be to restore 
it to the same figure as was originally paid at 
the formation of the Government with four 
millions of people, when $1 was equivalent 
to the value of $3 now. Congress mean- 
while has increased the pay of its own mem- 
bers half a dozen times, and by about 600 
per cent, since then. If the patriotism of 
the Democrats in Congress demands the re- 
duction of the President’s salary to what it 
was in Washington’s time, then the patriot- 
ism of the country may reasonably demand 
that the pay of Congressmen shall be put 
back to $4 per diem for actual service, The 
fact is that the more respectable Democrats 
recognize the niggardly character of the 
proposition. There were siz Democratic 
votes in the Senate in favor of restoring the 
sum of $50,000—Bayrarp of Delaware, 
Cooper of Tennessee, Jonnston and WirTs- 
Ans of Virginia, Norwoop of Georgia, and 
Ransom of North Carolina; and some fifteen 
of the Democratic Senators did not vote— 
showing that more than two-thirds of the 
Democratic Senators disapproved of the 
demagogism of the House in this matter.

PAWNBROKERS. 
T the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, June 4.—The people of this city 
have elected a new Board of Aldermen who 
have thus far given substantial evidence of their 
desire to so legislate as will promote the inter- 
ests of the city. I therefore with confidence 
direct the attention of our new Aldermen to the 
business of pawnbroking as carried on in this 
city. The rate of interest charged by them is 
exorbitant, viz.: 10 per cent per month, and for- 
feiture of the articles pawned after thirty days 
ifthe loan is not d or renewed within that 
time. Iam toid that in New York the rate of 
interest charged by pawnbrokers is usually 2}¢ 
— cent per month. When a person becomes so 

nancially embarrassed that he has to resort to 
a pawnbroker for relief, he is in no condition to 
protect. himself, and if legislative protection is 
to be extended to any class of people it should 
be to the poor people who are compelled to ob- 
tain financial accommodation at the hands of the 
heartless pawnbroker. The exorbitant rates of 
interest demanded in this business will explain 
the cause of some of our best streets being 
crowded with those who do business under the 
sign of the three brass balls, to the manifest in- 
jury of other and more legitimate business in- 
terests. 

Pawnbrokers, in addition. to lending money, 
usually deal in second-hand jewelry, watches, 
guns, pistols, clothing, etc., which they obtain 

purchase, and in many cases of persons of 
doubtful integrity. I would, therefore, suggest 
that the rates of interest on small sums be re- 
duced to 5 per cent per month, and in sums of 
over $20 ee per cent per month, and that in 
no case sho the les 132 be forfeited 
under three months. If this were done, the 
business to be profitable would necessitate the 
se boar of a larger amount of capital. 
This would tend to put the business into a less 
number of houses of the more wealthy and 
reputable kind, and thus compel the smaller 
and most disreputable class of pawnbrokers to 
seek some other business, instead of the one 
ey now disgrace. 
awnbrokers who purchase second-hand 
articles should be required to take 
out a separate license for that ur 
pose, and to keep books upon which 
should be entered the names and address of the 
vendors, together with a description of the ar- 
ticles purchased, such articles to be kept by the 
purchaser in the state in which they were re- 
ceived for ten days, and such books and articles 
to be subject to police inspection. The Council 
has ample powers to regulate the business, as 
will ee 5 referring to sub-sections 41 and 
05 of Article V. of the act to provide for the in- 
„ . of cities and villages. 

If the Council will properly exercise their 
powers, so that pawnbrokers shall be compelled 
to account for all their property, whether re- 
ceived upon pawn or by purchase, they might 
be made a valuable auxiliary in the detection of 
criminals instead of being, as they now are in 
many cases, fences for thieves. BSERVER.

The Murder of D'Arcy MoGee Brought 
Prominently into Recollection. 


Confession of a Dying Man that 
Whelan Did Not Do the 
Killing. 


Wholesale Murder by a Negro Near 
: Plaquemine, La. 


THE MURDERER OF D’ARCY M’GEE. 
New York World. 

A Canadian paper, not at all given to invent- 
ing or exaggerating its news, tells a very strange 
and sensational story about a condemned mur- 
derer, Trotter, who is said to have acknowledged 
that he, and not Patrick James Whelan, was 
the murderer of that eloquent orator, earnest 
patriot, and most charming companion, Thomas 
D'Arcy McGee. McGee, then a member of 
the Government in Ottawa, was shot, it will be 
remembered, at about 2 o’clock on the morning 
of the 7th of April, 1868. He had delivered one 
of ost brilliant speeches, and, leaving the 

House of Commons, had walked to 
his lodgings, a couple of hundred yards away. 
As he stooped to put his night-key in the lock 
some one, suddenly coming up behind 
him, placed a pistol close to his head 
and blew out his brains. Whelan was 
arrested on suspicion, and, though at first the 
case against him seemed very slight, he was 
finally convicted, mainly on circumstantial evi- 
dence, and hanged. Trottee was a page in the 
House of Commons at the time and the son of 
the woman with whom McGee boarded. He 
was the first person to discover the body of the 
murdered statesman, and was a companion of 
Whelan, the murderer. The evidence at the 
trial showed clearly that McGee believed 
himself to be followed, and had walked with 
unusual haste to the door, where he was delay- 
ed while trying to open it, the key within hay- 
we contrary to custom, been left in the lock.

The Recent Disastrous Con- 
flagration. 


Six Hundred Buildings Burned, 
Involving a Loss of 


$800,000. 


An Emeute with a Religious Basis.

Ruins or Quespec, May 30——We have ex- 
perienced two conflagrations more or less ter- 
rible, the first in the order of time, an incendiary 
outburst of popular fury; the second, a direful 
visitation of fire. With regard to this latter, 
the telegraph will have placed you in possession 
of the more prominent facts long ere this com- 
munication reaches you; it remains for me, 
therefore, to advert to specialties in reference 
to it not comprised in a condensed dispatch. 
Before doing so, however, I crave indulgence in 
a few observations on 

THE EMEUTE ALLUDED TO. 

In the eastern part of the city, there is a 
small inclosure, probably of 2 acres in extent, 
called the Lower Governor’s Garden. The use 
of the garden has been latterly confined to the

THE PRINCE'S ANIMALS. 


Beasts and Birds Brought Home by Albert 
Edward.

This the visitors to the Zoological 
Gardens will have the opportunity of seeing a 
considerable proportion of the large collection 
of birds and animals presented to the Prince of 
Wales during his recent Indian tour.
